COUNCIL TO TAKE ACTION IN THE 
RIOTS. 


All the Higher Educational Institu- 
tions in the Important Russian 
Cities Are Now Idle. 


ST. PETERSBURG, March 23.—A minis- 
terial council was held at Czarskoe-Selo, 
the imperial residence near St. Petersburg, 
yesterday, tnder the presidency of the 
Czar, to discuss the riots, the continuation 
of which tomorrow is anticipated. 

The delegates of the students, at a meet- 
ing yesterday, withdrew their previous in- 
vitation to assemble tomorrow. This tep 
was taken in order to prevent the police 
from arresting those who have -taken an 
active part in the agitation for the stu- 
dents’ liberties and university reforms and 
drafting them into the army. In spite of 
this it is feared that the working men will 
asesmble, strikes are threatening to 
break out tonight. 

Several largef orces of troops, accoutered 
for active service, marched through the 
Streets today, presumably towards the sub- 
urbs, to check the workmen of certain fac- 
tories who have been warned against en- 
tering the city Sunday under the penaity 
of losing their positions. 

In military circles it is reported that the 
Officers of the Cossack Guard Regiment 
have petitioned the authorities not to em- 
ploy them henceforth in suppressing riots, 
holding that piting them against defence- 
mee hen and women is beneath their diz- 
nity. 

Lieutenant General Prince Viasemsky, a 
member of the imperial council, who pro- 
tested against the conduct of the police and 
Cossacks, has resigned, according to re- 
port.

Many complied with the request, while 
others have notified Mr. Crunden that they 
will do so next Sunday, as they desire time 
in which to prepare special sermons on the 
subject. The ministers enthusiastically fa- 
vor the acceptance of the condition upon 
which Andrew Carnegie’s gift was made. 

A letter received by Mr. Crunden Monday 
from Father J. J. Harty of St. Leo’s Church 
States that he will not only present the 
subject from his pulpit, but do his best to 
reach the voters of the parish through the 
men's societies. 

In his letters to the ministers of the city 
Mr. Crunden aid: 

“To obtain and utilize this gift of Mr. 
Carnegie is to bestow incalculable benefits 


| upon-the children of the present day and of 


unborn generations: to lose it through 
failure to fulfill its reasonable conditions 
would be to make St. Loulg a target for 
ridicule and scorn all over ‘the country. 
I trust you will use your utmost endeavors 
both as a citizen and clergyman, to insure 
a favorable vote."’

ALABAMA CYCLONE 


Seventeen Reported Dead in the City of Birmingham and 
Seven in the Village of Irondale. | 


SEVERAL LARGE BUILDINGS WRECKED: 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., March %.—A 7 
clone which swept over Jones’ valley in 
which Birmingham is located, between 9 
and 10 o’clock this morning, resulted in im- 
mense damage to property and considerable 
loss of life. The number of dead is not yet 
definitely known, but up to noon today it 
was estimated at 25, of these at least seven 
being killed at Irondale, about 15 in the city 
of Birmingham and the others fn suburban 
towns. 

Among the known dead are the following: 
Dr. G. C. Chapman, prominent physician 
of this city, killed by falling debris in Men- 
tor’s store on South Twentieth street. 
Mrs. Robert J. Lowe, wife of the chair- 
man of the state Democratic committee, 
and her infant son, killed at their residence 


on South Highlands. 
The storm did its worst damage in the

Nicholas II is a weak young man, 
totally unfitted in physique and mind 
for the difficulties of a situation 
which would tax the highest execu- 
tive genius to the utmost. He has the 


stature, the mental, moral and emotional 
characteristics of his mother, whose de- 
votion has still further weakened him and 
given him a false policy, which will only 
more quickly precipitate the inevitable. He 
is one of those puny sentimentalists who 
believe in holding out an olive branch to a 
mad dog. 

“Nevertheless, when e ascended the 
throne in 1894 much was hoped for, and the 
social democratic propaganda, the unl 
versal demand for a constitution, and the 
protection of a habeas corpus act was 
temporarily suspended in the nope that 
many reforms, privately and publicly prom- 
ised, would be granted by him as rapidly as 
the conditions permitted. It soon became 
apparent, however, that he was merely a 
figurehead; that he had not the physical 
force to make any impression whatever uP- 
on the tyrannical bureaucracy, the conserv- 
ative group headed by his uncle, the Grand 
Duke Michael, the old Russian party who 
practically understood the social situation 
that he was sentimentalizing over and who 
knew that it was a fight to the death. 

Mr. Dam says that the present stiuation 
is fully known to all the Russian exiles. The 
nihilist position has risen from one of secret 
meeting and whispered terrors to one of 
almost open defiance of the law in all the 

reat centers. They have been warned of 
mpending raids and notified of wholesale 
edicts of arrest. The Robotnik, the leading 
nihilist journal at Warsaw, has been pub- 
lished weekly for years past with a regular- 
ity that almost claims value as.an advertts-

BALTIMORE, March 25.—Quarantine 
Physician Sydney O. Heiskell has recovered 
from pneumonia as a result of using the 
recently discovered pneumonia anti-toxin 
Dr. Heiskell’s complete recovery following 
two injections of the new remedy, has 
caused widespread interest among the med- 
ical fraternity, as wel! as the general pub- 
lic. 

Dr. Heiskell said: 

“If there be nothing else to recommend 
the serum injection than the great relief it 
Gave me (which morphia did not afford) |! 
consider that sufficient to indorse its trial.”’ 

The following was given out at the office 
of the health commissioner: 

“Berum therapy (treatment of disease 
with the serum of blood of animals made 
immune) has been developed wonderfully 
since the anti-toxin for diphtheria was per- 
fected. 

“In the pneumonia cases treated there is 
elmost immediate relief from the distress- 
ing symptoms, such as pain and oppressed 
breathing. We confidently look for such re- 
~ al within four hours after the injection 
Oo: a ‘ 


nti-pneumococcic serum and it fre- 
ane tly egins long before that time. A sec- 
ond, third or fourth injection might be re- 


guired to save the patient. A very impor- 
tant point to remember is that the injec- 
tion should be made as soon as possible 
after the diagnosis is made, and repeated 
every four or six hours until results are ob- 
tained. There is more than one kind of 
pneumonia, but the health department is 
expecting good results in lobar pneumonia 
cases only. That it might develop value in 
other cases is quite possible.’’

PROF. WRIGHT’S DISCOVERIES 


SAID TO HAVE BEEN AT A POINT 
20 MILES NORTH OF SUEZ. 


Eminent Geologist’s Explorations Con- 
vince Him That Siberia Was Not 


Covered With Ice in the 
Glacial Period. 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, March 25.—Prof. 
Frederick Wright of Oberlin College is back 
from a scientific tour that has taken him 


around the globe. 

After visiting St. Petersburg he went to 
Damascus and rode 400 miles on camels to 
the Dead Sea. An interesting discovery was 
made by him in the region of the Red Sea. 
In regard to this he said: 

“It has hitherto been supposed that the 
children of Israel crossed the Red Sea at 
Suez, but it has been found difficult to 
reconcile this supposition with the fact that 
@ million persons crossed the sea ina single 
night, which would necessitate a very wide 
division of the waters. My explorations 
north of Buez have convinced me and those 
to whom I talked that the point of crossing 
was 20 miles north of Suez, because at that 
point the conditions are all fulfilled. The 
waters at that time were about four feet in 
depth there and the mountains are in the 
west just as related, and an cast wind would 
have swept bare a place at least five miles 
wide.”’ 

Prof. Wright said that the most satisfac- 
tory result of his trip was that it could now 

demonstrated that the advent of man 
was before the settled conditions of the 
present time and before the period when 
the land rose at points, as shown by the 
latest explorations as being on the tops of 
the mountains. 

Prof. Wright is a geologist of distinction, 
Most of his time was spent in Siberia, and 
the main object in undertaking the trip was 
to gettie if possible what has long been a 
disputed question among geologists, name- 
ly, whether Siberia had ever been covered 
with ice, as North America and parts of 
Europe were, during what is known as the 
lacial period. The generally accepted view 
Ras been that Siberia was so covered, but 
as a result of this trip Prof. Wright be- 
lieves that at the time when North Amer- 
ifa was covered with ice Siberia was cov- 
ered with water. 

Speaking of his travels Prof. Wright said: 

“find no signs of glacial phenomena 
south of the fifty-sixth degree. North of 
that I did not go, but from other things I 
am convinced that the land was never cov- 
ered with ice as was our own, where signs 
of it are now found as far south as New 
York. 

“We did find indications of an extensive 
subsidence of all that region which puts a 
new light on everything here, At Trebizond 
on the south shore of the Black Sea there 
was evidence of a depression of 700 feet. 
This was shown by gravel deposits on the 

ls. In the center of Turkistan the waters 

ched their greatest height, for there we 
find these deposits over 2000 above the 
sea level. Southern Russia is covered with 
the same Wack earth deposit that we find

PLOT TO RESTORE MONARCHY 


THE FACTS REVEALED BY BARON 
DE BURGAL. 


In 1894 Admiral Mello Made War on 
the Republic and Bombarded the 
City of Rio de Janeiro. 


RIO JANEIRO, March 25.—Great excite- 
ment prevails here over the arrest of Ad- 
miral Custcdio Jose Mello and others on 
account of the revelations of a monarchist 
plot through the suicide of Baron de Bur- 
gal. 

Extraordinary precautions are being 
taken by the government to prevent any 
outbreak. Apprehension centers about the 
navy. The war vessels are being closely 
guarded, as it Is believed that the officers 
are not quite trustworthy. 

It was-the purpose of those concerned to 
give the signal for the outhreak by the 
assassination of President Campos €alles. 

During the excitement that followed the 
monarchist adherents in the army and navy 
were to take possession of the city and 
hold the government offices. The affairs 
of state were to be iInstrusted to a tri- 
umverate composed of Admiral Mello, Mar- 
shal Canturla and Counselor Lafayette 
Pereira, 

Admiral Mello was quietly removed froin 
this city, as it was feared that his pres- 
ence would cause disturbances. He was 
conveyed to Cobias Island, where he !s 
held in the custody of Admiral Proenca. 

Admiral Mello led the revolution against 
President Peixoto in 1894, which lasted iss 
days, and during which the rebel fleet 
bombarded and sadly damaged the capltal 
city. 

That revolution, Ike the present plot, 
had for its object the restoration of the 
monarchy. 

For 30 years Mello has been a picturesque 
figure in Brazilian affairs. He is a re- 
nowned sailor and a, After the 
collapse of the last rebellion he was par- 
doned in consideration of restoring the 
Squadron under his command to the Bra- 
Zilian navy.

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STORY OF THE ASSULT ON CHAS. 
SUMNER REVIVIED. 


“BEGINNING OF THE WAR” 


The Assault Led to Challenge From 
Burlingame and Intense South- | 
ern Excitement. 


Sperial to the Post-Dispatch. 

COLUMBIA, 8S. C., March %.—Mrs. 
Preston S. Brooks of Edgefield, widow of 
the South Carolina Congressman who at- 
tacked and caned Charles Sumner, once 
Senator from Massachusetts, died of pneu- 
monia last night. 

The assault upon Sumner took place in 
the United States Senate chamber on May 
-6, 186. Sumner had made a two days’ 
speech on the “Crime Against Kansas.” 
It so incensed Southern sentiment that 
Brooks stole to his desk and dealt him a 
blow that felled him to the floor. 

Charles Sumner, Senator from Massachu- 
Setts, was regarded as the most unspar- 
ing, most feared and most hated opponent 
of slavery in Congress when the Missour! 
compromise was repealed in 18%, and in 
the contest over the admission of Kansas, 
in 1856, in a speech on “The Crime Against 
Kansas," he sharply censured Senator 
Butler of South Carolina. Two days aft- 
erward, on May 22, 1856, as Senator Sum- 
ner was seated at his desk in the Senate 


chamber, when the Senate was not in ses- 
sion, he was assaulted by Preston 8B. 
Brooks, a representative from South Caro- 
lina, and a nephew or Senator Butler. 

Brooks approached the seated Senator 
from behind, and without warning struck 
him repeatedly on the head witha heavy 
cane. Senator Sumner strove to arise, 
and in so doing wrenched his desk from 
the floor, but the repeated blows rained on 
him rendered him unconscious and he fell. 
Friends of Brooks, with drawn -revolvers, 
prenvented any interference. 

The event was characterized by Sir 
George Lewis ag ‘‘The beginning of the 
Civil war.’' A committee of the House re- 
poowes in favor of the expulsion of Brooks, 

ut the resolution failed of the necessary 
two-thirds vote to pass it. 7 

Later in a debate in the House a dispute 
with Anson Burlingame. of Massachusetts 
led to a challenge to a duel by Brooks, 
which was accepted, Canada to be the 
place of meeting. But Brooks failed to “vy 

ear, giving as his reason that he would 
aon to “pass through the enemy’‘s coun- 
try.’ He resigned from Congress, but was 
unanimously re-elected. 

Senator Sumner was practically incapac- 
itated from public service for nearly four 
years. The incident caused intense ex- 
citement in all parts of the country. 
Brooks received costly cames and other tes- 
timonials from many places in the South. 
He died in January, 187. 


CARNEGIE’S GIFT REJECTED. 


An Insult to Working Men and Wo- 
men, Says Newcastle Union.

NEWCASTLE” Pa., March 2%.—Owing to 
attitudes of the labor unions the City 
Council will, in all probability, reject the 
$50,000 offer of Andrew Carnegie for a pub- 
lic library for this place.

“Tt would be something like a semblance 
of justice if these donations were made 
to widows and orphans of Homestead. We 
deem them as worthy of remembrance as 
the Maine.

We, therefore, condemn this li- 
brary move as an insult to him it is said 
it will benefit most, the workingman; he 
does not want charity, but justice.”’ 


NO POSTPONEMENT OF FAIR. 


Gov. Francis Has So Telegraphed to

World's Fair will not be postponed beyond 
May 1, 1903, all reports to the contrary not- 
withstanding. This statement is made ina 
telegram to this city sent by Gov. David R. 


Francis. Mr. Francis’ message says: 

“There is no truth in the statement that 
we are planning a postponement to any 
date subsequent to 1903. We are pushing 
everything toward organization of the local 
company, and shall undertake other prep- 
arations to have everything ready by the 
time specified in the bill. If by the time 
Congress meets again it is the consensus 
of opinion of the national committee, of the 
local board and of Congress that the time 
allotted is too short to ee sare for so great 
an exposition, we shall then consider its 
postponement. In the meantime we are 
not thinking of any such course.”’

NO BULLET IN HIS BRAIN 


McElfresh Has Been Pointed Out as 
Thus Afflicted for the Past 
Forty Years.

WASHINGTON, March %.—For more 
than 40 years George W. McElfresh, once 
a well-known detective, and lately a spe- 
Cilal pension examiner, was pointed out as 
the man who was alive with a bullet in his 
brain.

QUALIFICATIONS OF CANDIDATES. 


It is somewhat remarkable that of the list of eleven genera] 
municipal! offices to be filled in April the Public Safety Com- 
mittee was able to indorse nominations of the Democratic and 
Republican organizations in nine. In seven of the nine the 
nominees of both parties were indorsed as qualified for the 
offices and worthy of the confidence and support of the people. 
The committee assured the voters that personally the 
Democratic and Republican candidates for Mayor, Comp- 
troller, Treasurer, President of the Board of Assessors, Auditor, 
Inspector of Weights and Measures and President of the City 
Council were acceptable. 

For Presidenc of the Board of Public Improvements the Re- 
publican candidate, John A. Laird, is selected for sufficient 
reasons Richard M. Hyams, Republican carmdidate, is the 
choice of the committee for the office of City Register. Neither 
the Republican nor Democratic candidate for the offices of 
Collector and City Marsha! stood the committee's test. 

Among the nominees for the City Council the committee 
found six men—ihree of each party—whom it was able to rec- 
émmend to the peeple as wholly worthy of confidence. They 

re Charles E. Gibson, George D. Markham and Joseph Boyce, 

smocrats: FE. R. Hoyt, Wm. C. Uhri and Char'es Wissmath, 
Jr., Republicans. 

For the Board of Education the committee indorsed the 
nominees of the Democratic convention—two Democrats, Rob- 
ert B. Dula and Louis Fusz; two Republicans, Robert Moore 
and C. W. Johnston. The two Republican candidates were in- 
dorsed by the Republicans, the other places being unfilled on 
the ticket. Republicans who regard the interests of the 
public schools would do well to indorse the Democratic bi- 
partisan nominations 

These results show the force of the indeperident sentiment in 
favor of good government which, under the leadership of the 
Post-Dispatch, demanded of the party organizations the nom. 
{nation of clean and capable men. The machines of both 
parties, the Democratic machine leading with early nomina 
tions, accepted in the main men of good personal character 
and record, not identified with machine politics, insisted upon 
by the better elements. 

The situation with respect to the Housé@ of Delegates is not 
mntarly so satisfactory in the matter of the personal qualifica- 


tions of candidates; in fact, it is exceedingly bad. In only 14 of 


the 28 wards could the committee find candidates worthy of in- 
dorsement—Gustay H. Overbeck of the First, F. M. Stanze of 
the Second, Ignatz Bauer of the Sixth, L. P, Groffman of the 
Ninth, William Buol of the Twelfth, W. P. Rodemich of the 
Thirteenth, Charles F. Betts of the Fifteenth, George W. King 
of the Bighteenth, Conrad Bloemcke of the Nineteenth, H. E. 
Silverstone of the Taenty-first, H. W. McChesney of the Twen- 
ty-second, W. C. Buechner of the Twenty-fourth, C. A. Wind- 
mueller of the Twenty-fifth and Felix KR. Gunn or Paul Reiss 
of the Twenty-eighth. 

The @nclusions of the committee relate only to the personal 
qualifications of the candidate. They do not touch party con- 
siderations or records. But as the recommendations of a non- 
partisan commission composed of men of good standing, 
pledged to an impartial investigation, they should receive the 
oareful consideration of voters, who should vote in the ap- 
proaching election for the welfare of St. Louis, regardless of 
party affiliations or sympathies. The committee devoted its 
investigation to the nominees only of the two regular parties 
as the most practicable course. Good men on other tickets 
were not taken into consideration. It would be well for voters 
who want good government above all else to concentrate on 
the candidates that promise the best results. 

Having knowledge of the personal quv.lifications of the can- 
didates, voters should determine with whom lies the best 
chance of good government; who of the candidates has the 
highest capacity, courage and ideals; who is likely to be least 
hampered by entanglements. 

The voters of St. Louis must bear in mind that the issue 
eof the municipal campaign is the complete reversal of the 
methods prevailing in the City Hall and a thorough organiza- 
tion of the municipal goverament on a sound basis of public 
service. They should vote for the men who are in best position 
and are best fitted to arcomplish these objects. 

Voters should not forget that the first step toward reform is 
to overthrow the machine now in power in the City Hall and 
clean out its unworthy henchmen. Accepting both of the may- 
oralty candidates on the regular party tickets as personally 
aceeptable, which will be most likely to do this?

Three and a half years’ steady work on it have re- 
duced the error to less than a second of arc, or something 
less than an inch in a circle of three miles. As the heat from 
the body of an attendant would distort the fine adjustments, 
this dividing engine is usually locked in its insulated cell 
and left to do its work in solitude.

ONE MINISTER DECLARES HIM A 
RANK REVOLUTIONIST. 


CONSTERNATION FOR THE RICH 


Another Says That His Example Will 
if Followed, End the Age of 
Dynamite. 


NEW OYRK, Marach 25.—Dr. Madison 
C. Peters of the Sumner Avenue Baptist 


Church, Brooklyn, and the Rev. Henry 
Frank, of the Metropolitan Independent 
Church, both referred yesterday to An- 


drew Carnegie’s’ offer of $5,200,000 to New 
York City for sixty-five library buildings. 

“Mr. Carnegie by his benevolence has 
clipped the wings of riches so that’ they 
don't flY away!* ‘said Dr. Peters in his 
Sermon last evening, ‘“‘while at the same 


time he has sweetened the breath of so0- 
ciety and driven the agitator from his 
stock in trade when he infuriates the mob 
to deeds of violence and confiscation. 
“When the rich men of America and all 
other lands shall stretch out to the strug- 
gling masses of humanity the kindliness 
of Mr. Carnegie, they will do what shot 
and Shell cannot do; what severe laws se- 
verely executed cannot do—end the age of 
dynamite.”’ 

“Andrew Carnegie is a revolutionist,”’ de- 
clared Mr. Frank. ‘‘With one beld stroke 
e has uptorn by the roots one of the 
vested ideas of the race. It has always 
been assumed that he who acquires 
wealth was its only rightful owner and 
possessor despite the claims of all con- 
testants. But this prince of industry, whose 
wealth has almost reached. the top noich 


covered a new gospel and fearlessly 
claims its principles. 

“Whosoever holds his wealth for selfish 
use alone is a thief; he who dies overbur- 
dened with wealth is a criminal.’’ These 
sentences are the only logical deductions 
to be made from the recent utterances of 
this philanthropic iconoclast. Such lan- 
guage coming from the mouths of social 
agitators would be declared riotous and 
anarchistic; coming from the lips of one 
of earths’s greatest millionaires, it is cer- 
tainiy little less than revolutionary. 

**Mr. Carnegie’s philanthropic chef 
d’oeuvre has created genuine consternation 
in the ranks of the Bourbon rich. The old 
school millionaires, who either devoted 
themselves to the narrow environment of 
business office or squandered their wealth 
in lavish expenditure and luxurious aban- 


pro- 


donment, frequenting the cafes, emblazon- 
ing to the world their jeweled splendors, 
surrounded by women clad in. decolicte 
attire, who sought little more in life than 
either the delight of industry or the fas- 
cination of dissipations, find in this indus- 
trial hero a silent rebuke whuch must in 
time force them to the recognition of their 
folly and the pursuit of sturdier ideals.”’ 


YOUNG MOULTON IS INSANE 


Fate of the Man Who Shot at May 
Buckley Lies in His Mother’s 
Hands. 


NEW YORK, March 25.—The condition of 
A. W. Dinghall, who was shot in Pabst's 
restaurant on Friday night by young Rob- 
ert Moulton, was reported last night in 
Roosevelt Hospital to be favorable. The 
physicians in charge say that no disquiet- 
ing change has come over the case, and, al- 
though the bullet has not been extracted 
as yet, the symptoms point to a rapid re- 
covery. 

There has been little change in the con- 
dition of R. H. Moulton, the young man 
who shot Dinghall. With his physical sys- 
tem shattered almost. beyond hope by the 
use of morphine and kindred excesses, he 
lies in a semi-comatose state in the prison 
ward at Bellevue Hospital. His mother, 
who is on her way to'‘this city from Spring- 
field, Tenn., is expected here today. 

Not until after the two have met will 
the doctors be ready to give a definite opin- 
ion whether or not their patient will re- 
gain his, reason. The doctors say that 
Moulton is virtually insane at present, and 
it is impossible ‘to predict what steps will 
be taken by justice until some improve- 
ment occurs in his condition. 


HUNGRY DOG BROUGHT WEALTH 


Starving Miner Found Rich Gold De- 
posit Where the Animal Dug 
for Food.
